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East End’s NY Legislative Districts Shift Amid Redistricting 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


Some East End residents will have their New York 


State representatives replaced next year under the 
recently enacted, Democratic-led redistricting plan 
that Republicans promptly challenged in court, ar- 
guing the changes are unconstitutional. 

The First Assembly District, which currently cov- 
ers the South Fork, Shelter Island and stretches west 
to Shirley, under the revision ends in Westhampton 
and includes most of the North Fork. The Second 
Assembly District that has covered the Town of 
‘Southold instead stops at the Riverhead Town line 
and pushes south into northern communities in the 
Town of Southampton. And the First Senate District 
that covers the entire East End pushes further west 
to Old Field on the North Shore and shrinks east- 
ward from Bellport to Westhampton on the South 
Shore — assuming the plan survives legal challenges. 

“T will have fond memories of all the folks I have 
worked with through the years that I will no longer 
have the privilege of representing,” said Assembly- 
man Fred Thiele (I-Sag Harbor), who represents the 
first Assembly District and voted for the new maps. 
“I look forward to working for my new constituents 
in Southold, many of whom I know already from our 
regional endeavors to preserve and protect the East 
End.” 

State Senator Antony Palumbo (R-New Suffolk), 
the Twin Forks rep in the upper chamber of the state 
Legislature, was critical of the changes, saying they 
were made by “Albany power brokers who are more 
interested in maintaining political power than serv- 
ing the will and interest of New Yorkers.” Assembly- 
woman Jodi Giglio (R-Riverhead), who reps the sec-

ond Assembly District, did not pone toa request 
for comment. 

State lawmakers redrew their district lines and 
congressional district maps after the bipartisan 
Independent Redistricting Commission, made up 


of an equal number of Democratic and Republican 


appointees intended to prevent partisan gerryman- 


dering — diluting or packing of voters into certain. 


districts to sway election results — could not agree 
on a combined map, and punted responsibility. Gov. 


Kathy Hochul signed into law days later maps de- 


vised by the State Legislature’s Democratic majority. 

GOP voters who filed the lawsuit challenging the 
maps called the new congressional district that cov-. 
ers the East End — NY’s First Congressional District 
currently held by U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley) — 
and that will stretch into Nassau County, an “egre- 
gious gerrymander.” 

The state attorney’s general office that is defend- 
ing the case did not immediately have a comment. 


Man Charged 
with Making 
Terroristic Threat 
to Westhampton

A Westhampton man was arrested for threatening 
Westhampton Beach Police, prompting the evacua- 
tion of Westhampton Beach Village Hall that head- 
quarters the department, village police said.

Southampton Town 
Police said Krouse was 
previously arrested for 
punching and_ breaking 
storefront windows of lo- 
cal businesses on Montauk 
Highway on August 27. 
On September 27, he was 
charged with trespassing 
and menacing after Southampton Town Police said 
they found him “highly intoxicated” with scissors in 
his hand after a woman reported he threatened to 
break another store window.

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Second Suspect 
Arrested in |

A second suspect has been arrested for his 
alleged role in shooting a 53-year-old man to 
death in the victim’s Southampton home on 
Christmas morning, Suffolk County police 
said. 

Homicide Squad detectives charged Dan- 
gelo Soto, 21, of Brentwood, with second- 
degree murder and first-degree burglary in 
the death of Steven Byrnes. 

Another suspect, Dominick Parisi, 57, of 
Hampton Bays, was arrested last month and 
charged with second-degree murder in the 
case. Parisi previously served a prison term 
for a first-degree manslaughter conviction 
and was paroled in 2012. 

_ Southampton Town Police officers had re- 
sponded to a 911 call reporting a home inva- 
sion on Roses Grove Road, where they found 
a resident of the home had been shot at 8:45 
a.m. December 25, police had said. 

The victim was pronounced dead at the 


scene by a physician assistant from the Office _ 


of the Suffolk County Medical Examiner. 

Both suspects face up to 25 years in prison, 
if convicted. They have been ordered held 
without bail. 
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FAA Warns of Turbulence in East Hampton 


Airport Plan

The Federal Aviation Administration warned 
February 2.that a plan to convert East Hampton 
Airport to private use may take about two years — 
significantly longer than the three-day timeframe 
town officials recently estimated. 

The FAA detailed its concerns with the plan in a 
three-page letter to East Hampton Town Supervi- 
sor Peter Van Scoyoc, who has led the town board’s 
efforts to change the airport’s status so that it can 
enact curfews and regulate the types of aircraft 
that take off and land there. The town posted the 
letter on its website. 

“Once the airport is deactivated, it could not 
immediately return to its prior operating status,” 
Marie Kennington-Gardiner, the FAA’s regional 
administrator, wrote in the letter. “While FAA will 
endeavor to expedite its processes, you should be 
aware that it may take approximately two years to 
restore the current capability to the airport if it is 
deactivated, depending on any potential environ- 
mental analyses.” 

The town board had unanimously approved on 
January 20 a measure to deactivate the airport on 
February 28 and then reopen it on March 4 as a 
private-use airport using what’s known as a prior 
permission required (PPR) framework, meaning 
the town will have greater control over aircraft 
using the facility as well as arrival and departure 
times. The regulations could include limiting or 
banning certain types of aircraft such as jets, he- 
licopters or seaplanes, with rules adjusted on an 
as-needed basis, town officials have said. 

Van Scoyoc had said the move was aimed at ad- 
dressing neighbors’ noise complaints and environ- 
mentalists’ pollution concerns. Business leaders 


- have warned that closure could negatively impact 


the local economy. Van Scoyoc responded to the 
letter during the latest town board meeting. 
“To the extent that the airport is not authorized 


to open or any of its capabilities not approved, that 


is a direct result of the FAA turning its back on the 
town and deciding at the 11th hour that it cannot 
accomplish what it previously told the town was 
possible,” he said. “The town remains confident 
that a private-use airport will open on March 4. 
It is within the FAA’s hands whether the airport 
will be controlled or the FAA will be able to cater to 
instrument flights. We see no reason why this can’t 
be achieved and have no plans to change course.” 

The town supervisor also said the FAA suggested 
in its letter that East Hampton Airport is currently 
unsafe — a characterization that multiple speak- 
ers at the meeting argued was untrue. But some 
callers suggested that if the town reopens the air- 
port without the instrument approach and control 
tower approvals in place, it would, in fact, create an 
unsafe condition. 

Kennington-Gardiner wrote that in addition to 
the many regulatory hurdles involved in convert-

ing the airport’s status, the new rules could pres- 
ent safety concerns. The letter also warned that 
the New York Terminal Radar Approach Control 
(TRACON), a Westbury-based FAA facility that 
provides approach services for New York Metro 
area airports, would not be able to manage which 
aircraft have permission to land in the Wainscott 
airport. 

“FAA is also concerned about the methods the 
airport will use to deny permission to land un- 
der PPR,” she wrote. “If inbound aircraft are sent 
around because they have been denied permission 
to land, it could cause an unsafe situation within 
New York TRACON airspace. The FAA needs details 
on how the airport will enforce the PPR to ensure 
the integrity of the National Air Traffic System.” 

Van Scoyoc responded by saying that the town 
would manage flight permission after aircraft have 
landed. 

Erin King-Sweeney, an aviation attorney who is 
executive director of the pro-airport East Hamp- 
ton Community Alliance, previously warned that 
the process would take longer than three days. 

“The process of opening an airport is important 
and complicated,” she said. “EHCA is reviewing 
the FAA correspondence and remains commit- 
ted to working with the town to develop workable 
solutions.”

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Leaf Blowers

ES week, citizens in the Village of 
outhampton crowded into a large 
hall to demand that the mayor and-his 
trustees ban gasoline-powered leaf 
blowers all year round instead of just 
in the summer months. 

“There are often anywhere 
from three to six blowers 
working in tandem outside 
our door,” filmmaker Orson 
Cummings said, according 
to The Southampton Press. 
“We can't think straight and 
enjoy our lives.” 

‘ “You've been bombarded with 
hundreds of emails and letters, and 
you've done nothing,” somebody else 
said. “What’s taking so long?” 

Many others waded in demanding 
action. 

Mayor Jesse Warren chose to waffle. 
“There's a lot to be considered,” he said. 

People looked at one another. 

Clearly there is something wrong 
with having a ban on gasoline powered 
leaf blowers only in July and August. 
Leaves hold tight to their trees in those 
months. The ground only starts to get 
littered with leaves beginning in Octo- 
ber. And leaf blowing is legal then. 

Is there some kind of a leaf-blowing 
cabal at work here? Have they threat- 
ened the mayor to make sure he con- 
tinues with this seasonal restriction? 
What's next? No strawberry picking in 
January? Come on! 

The Southampton Press reported 
that the mayor said he‘ like to set up 
some. kind of public forum to discuss 
the issue and hear from people on both 
sides of the debate, reinforcing his waf- 
fle and putting an end to the discussion. 

And what is it about leaf blowing 
anyway? By definition it is ridiculous. 
For millions of years leaves in the 
northern hemisphere turned glorious- 
ly colorful and subsequently fell from 
the trees to the ground in October 
without interference from humans. 
Suddenly, now it’s a problem. These 
leaves must be blown off wealthy 
people’s properties. They paid a lot of 
money for these properties. So they 


want them in pristine condition. What 
a boon for the landscaping business. 
They strap these 20-horsepower gaso- 
line engines on the backs of their work- 
ers, slap noise-cancelling earmuffs 
over their ears, switch on the blower 
tubes and set them loose. Things get 
blown from hither to yon, and then, 
if not picked up — another op- 
eration entirely — get blown 
from yon back to hither, 
and customers get charged 
for a second time. 
And there are tensions. 


blow the leaves to the edge of 

a homeowner's property and then, 
after looking left and right to make 
sure nobody is watching, blow them up 
in the air and across the property line 
to become the neighbor’s, after which 
they cackle and waddle away. 

I would suspect that is what hap- 
pened to Orson Cummings the film- 
maker, who we all know makes his 
movies in collaboration with his 
brother Ben, who confirmed the leaf 
blower onslaught. He and Ben are sit- 
ting there in their home throwing their 
ideas around when they are suddenly 
silenced by a whole army of workmen 
making deafening noises as they blow 
leaves and debris high into the air to 
waft down upon the Cummings lawn 
just outside their door. 

Leaf blowers have only been around 
recently. In the old days before leaf 
blowers, the landscapers used rakes. 
Rake, rake, rake. We all got along. 

Does anybody recall the Leaf War of 
2004? Ear-splitting leaf blower noises 
filled the air for hours. : 

This was in the early days of gaso- 
line-powered leaf blowers. Prior to that. 
time, both Southampton Town and East 
Hampton Town had operations that 
helped the citizenry fight the dreaded 
leaves. The Southampton Town High- 
way Departments would post dates and 
times when leaf-sucking town trucks 
went out to snarfle in all leaves raked 
to the shoulders of the roads in their re- 


spective towns. The trucks towed leaf- 


sucking trailers behind them on which 
were motorized machines that ground 


On occasion, the workmen - 
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leaves into mulch for various municipal 

‘park foliage-growing projects. It was 
a win-win situation and the populace 
patiently tolerated the noisy, disgusting 
munching as these contraptions came 
along their particular road for a few 
minutes on the appointed day. 

Anyway, about a month before leaf- 
sucking day in 2004, the Town of 
Southampton announced that as a belt- 
tightening measure, they were going 
to not make the leaf-munching pickup. 
The leaves fluttered to the ground as 
they always did that October. They were 
blown curbside as always. And there 
they sat, waiting. And then the word 
came down. 

It would be as usual on the East 
Hampton side. But not on the South- 
ampton side. 

In downtown Sag Harbor, there is a 
road called Division Street, called that 
because the white line that goes down 
the center of it designates the bound- 
ary line between the Town of South- 
ampton and the Town of East Hamp- 
ton. (How that happened is a whole 
other story, but one that I am saving 
for another day.) 

So what happened was that at mid- 
night just before leaf pickup day, the 
horrendous roar of dozens of gas- 
powered leaf-blowing machines filled 
the air on the Southampton side as 
Southampton landscapers and _ their 


© 


leaf blowing crews began blowing all 
their leaves across Division Street to 
the eastern side so that in the morning, 
the Town of East Hampton mulching 
trucks, not able to identify where any 


-particular leaf came from, would in- 


advertently munch up these vagabond 
leaves from across the way. 

Had this been done when using rakes 
was how you dealt with fallen leaves 
— or even if they had used electric leaf 
blowers, which just issue a gentle hum 
— the chaos that followed could have 
been avoided. 

East Hampton police arrived to deal 
with the noise only to discover the 
gasoline leaf-blower people from South- 
ampton holding up traffic at that hour. 
Caught red-handed. Then the East 
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Hampton leaf-blower people arrived 


on the scene and started blowing leaves 
back across the street to Southampton. 
What a night that was. 


- Howdid it work out? Well, at 3a.m. an 


armistice was signed and the two sides 
agreed to just leave the leaves wherever 
they were without a further skirmish 
and everyone went home. A week later, 
Southampton Town repealed their new 
law and got all the leaves on their side 
mulched a few days after that. 

Unmask the members of the leaf- 
blower cabal. The people of Southamp- 
ton must get their village to answer 
their demands.

Murders: 10 
Years After 
Discovery 

of Remains, 
Exploring LI’s 
Pre-Gilgo Cold 
Case Dumping 
Ground |

On February 17, 2012, a hiker searching for deer 
antlers in the thick, sprawling woodlands of Manor- 
ville made a grim discovery: The skeleton of a man 
who, 10 years later, remains unidetified. 

The case is the latest unsolved homicide unearthed 
in the rural community considered the gateway to 
the East End. Located in the heart of the Long Island 
Central Pine Barrens — 100,000 acres of protected 
forest preserved to prevent pollutants from infiltrat- 
ing the region’s aquifer that serves as its sole source 
of public drinking water — this was not the first dead 
body to turn up in this area that is desolate by design. 
Nor would it be the last. 

“People say, ‘How come their families don’t come 
forward?” says Joseph Giacalone, a retired New York 
Police Department homicide detective who com- 
manded a cold case squad. “A lot of the time people 
just leave on their own and don’t want to be found. 
And then they come up like this, and then there’s no 
report on them, there’s no other information, maybe 
their family members have passed away. So it makes 
things rather difficult.” 

The discovery is one of more than a half dozen sets 
of remains to turn up in Manorville over the past 
three decades. Before Suffolk County police found 
10 sets of human remains in and around Gilgo Beach 
in 2010 and ’11 — an investigation that has spawned 
books and movies — it was the bodies found in 
Manorville that sparked fears of a serial killer on the 
loose on Long Island, although only two Manorville 
cases appear connected. 

Suffolk police Det. Lt. Kevin Beyrer, commander of 
the Homicide Squad, declined to comment on the 2012 
case through a department spokesperson, other than 
to say that the victim died of “homicidal violence” and 
that there were no updates in the investigation. 

Medical examiners have determined the victim to 
be a man between the ages of 30 and 50 with brown 
hair who had recovered from a vertebral stress frac- 
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ture and a broken fibula, or calf bone. He was wear- 
ing white-and-green tube socks and had on an extra- 
large Eddie Bauer waistband. . 

“I probably walked by it 100 times before, and I 
saw it kind of sticking out of the ground, and it looked 
unusual,” Matt Samuel, who made the discovery, told 
reporters at the time. “I looked a little closer and 
from there discovered that it was human remains. 
... It was wrapped in bed sheets and a plastic bag. It 
was a whole body, but just the bones, there was trees 
growing up through it, so it has been there a long 
time.” 


COLD CASES 

The earliest unsolved Manorville case also had the 
biggest breakthrough of late. 

In 2020, Suffolk police made headlines when 
investigators identified a murder victim 20 years 
after her grisly discovery: Valerie Mack, a 24-year- 
old woman last seen in Philadelphia, whose nude, 
decapitated and partially dismembered torso was 
discovered by hunters in Manorville on November 
19, 2000. Authorities had used forensic genealogy — 
searching for familial DNA matches in public data- 
bases — to identify her, although there has been no 
news on her case since. 

Mack’s case is the one most clearly linked to an- 
other in the Manorville area, that of 20-year-old Jes- 


sica Taylor, whose remains were dumped in a simi- 
lar fashion and discovered less than a mile away off 
Halsey Manor Road on July 27, 2003. The skulls and 
partial limbs of both women were found 11 years later 
and nearly 50 miles away off Ocean Parkway — some 
of the remains police found near Gilgo. 

Mack’s isn’t the only unsolved Manorville murder 
in which investigators have made a breakthrough 
and put a name to the victim. But in the case of a 
man found on November 10, 2003 — five months 
after Taylor was found and 20 days before another 
unidentified man was found dead in nearby North 
Shirley — police have said the victim’s family asked 
authorities not to release the victim’s name when he 
was finally identified in 2015. The case remains an 
active homicide investigation, police have said. 

His remains were uncovered in a wooded area 
about 300 yards south of the Long Island Express- 
way near Toppings Path and more than a mile west 
of Exit'71. The mushroom picker who made the grim 
find waited 10 days before reporting it to police be- 
cause he was scared, but ultimately made the call 
after having nightmares, the New York Post reported 
at the time. 

“The body looked decomposed, like it had been there 
three or four months,” the hunter told the Post, which 
didn't print his name beeause he feared for his safety. “I 
was terrified, and I didn’t tell anyone except my wife.” 
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When the remains were first discovered, they were 
so decomposed that the sex was not immediately 
clear. A forensic anthropologist initially confirmed the 
remains as that of a 35- to 50-year-old man “with no 
trauma done to the skeleton,’ police said at the time, 
the North Shore Sun reported. He was described as a 
white man, 5 feet 6 inches tall with brown hair. . 

Suffolk police declined to release any further 
updates on the case. County investigators have ac- 
knowledged how important a name can be in getting 
justice for unidentified murder victims. 

“Some identification of who these people are will 
certainly give us an opportunity to backtrack and fig- 
ure out what happened and why,” then-Suffolk Police 
Homicide Squad Det. Lt. Jack Fitzpatrick told The 
New Island Ear when police were trying to identify 
Mack and a still-unidentified man found strangled to 
death, two miles away in North Shirley, four days af- 
ter Mack’s discovery. “Without identification there’s 
not a lot to go on.” 


CLOSED CASES 
Not all of the Manorville cases that grabbed head- 


lines over the years have gone unsolved. The earli- 


est of the group resulted in a conviction. Although it 
proved especially tragic. 

On April 27, 1996, hikers found the skeletal re- 
mains.of a child in the woods near Exit 70 on the 
Long Island Expressway. Investigators determined 
her identity, 4-year-old Jennifer Shafiq of Queens, 
in 2005. A year later, her mother was charged with 
second-degree murder and her father was charged 
with hindering prosecution for killing their child in 
1990. They were later convicted.: 

Manorville’s reputation as a dumping ground drew 
some non-homicidal people to dump bodies there, as 
well. On March 21, 2012, a jogger found 45-year-old 
Pura Simancas of Central Islip dead in Manorville 
Hills County Park. Investigators later determined

friend left her body in the woods. He was charged:

Other cases were more nefarious. On October 
15, 2015, a driver on Wading River Manor Road in

‘ing body. The victim was later identified as German 


Guzman, 36, of Amityville. Two men, Bryan Rosales 
Mejia and Orlen Soliz-Galvez, later pleaded guilty to 
his murder. 

In the most recent and local case of them all, on July 
30, 2020, a home health aide found 37-year-old Car- 
melina Maria Velasquez-Zhau, a Manorville resident, 
dead in a wooded area just east of Winding Path. Her 
coworker who lived at the same home, Faustino Mar- 
quez-Cruz, later pleaded not guilty to second-degree

murder in her death. His trial is pending. 


SEEKING JUSTICE 

As for the unsolved cases, Giacalone, the retired 
cold case investigator, is optimistic that a resolution 
could be on the horizon, now that the county has two 
new Sets of fresh eyes from newly appointed Suffolk 
County Police Commissioner Rodney Harrison and 
recently elected Suffolk County District Attorney - 
Ray Tierney. 

“Tm really looking to see a lot of information com- 
ing out on these cases in the next few months with the 
new administration,” Giacalone says. “There’s a lot of 
things to be positive for to help identify these people.”

he mission of the Spirit of Hun- 

tington Art Center is simple: 
To pursue the belief that creative 
expression ignites a passion in stu- 
dents with special needs and veter- 
ans, one that transforms their lives. 
By providing services for education, 
vocation and recreation for Hunting- 
ton and the surrounding communi- 
ty, those attending events and class- 
es leave with their lives changed and 
spirits lifted by their artistic experi- 
ences within the Center, and within 
themselves. Known as a community 
hub for art and creative expression 
for individuals with special needs, 


the Center also has a history of fea- 
turing works by both well-known 
and local, established artists that 
serve to inspire students and the 
community. 
The wonderful painting featured 
on this week’s cover, titled “The 
Wedding,” was created by Bob 
Schmitz, a local New York artist 
whose energetic and imaginative 
style draws the eye again and again 


into the scenes he portrays. 


Originally raised in New York, 
his father was a commercial art- 
ist whose influence strongly mo- 
tivated Schmitz to pursue art as a 
career. Following several business 
ventures, he eventually chose to

set aside his corporate projects and 
direct his energy toward his. pas- 
sions — painting and sculpting. The 
results have been brilliant, in more 
ways than one. 

Sculpture was the initial focus for 
his art. Trained by Elaine Braun of 
Florida: and Greg Johnson, noted 
sculptor in the Atlanta community, 
he then worked for years with the 
famous late sculptor LT Cherokee in 
New York. 

Schmitz’s love of art and the de- 
velopment of his style have evolved 
over his 45-years as an artist. His 
earlier work grew from studies in 
drawing and painting under the 
guidance of accomplished artists 
and teachers, as his work estab- 


lished his signature style for bright 


colors and form. His work has been 
shown in galleries in Atlanta and 
Stewart, Georgia; Hollywood; Key 
West, Florida; Scranton and Wilkes- 
Barre, Pennsylvania; and numer- 
ous locations in New York. Many 
of his works are in corporate and 
private collections nationally and 
internationally. 

In 2011, Schmitz moved to Latin 
America, dividing his time be- 
tween Boquete, Panama and more 
recently, Medellin, Colombia. After 
spending extended periods in the 
area, he was motivated to relocate 


there permanently, drawn by the 


culture, colors and unique light 
found in the region as he continued 
his art. A core inspiration for him as 
an artist has been Marc Chagall, as 
witnessed by the abstract expres- 
sionism in his later works, incorpo- 
rating the intense color palette of 
Latin America. Some of his works 
may be found at Mango’s and Sugar 
and Spice restaurants, Casa Décor 
Design Center and the Biblioteca de 
Boquete in Panama where he main- 
tains a residence. 

While his ability to travel is cur- 
rently limited, he remains in contact 
with his colleagues, friends, fellow 
artists and the Spirit of Huntington 
Art Center, which has a number of 
his works on display.

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Spread Seeds of Love for the East End 


This Valentine’s Day _

uring the COVID-19 pandemic, 

the real estate brought many 
people to the East End for space and 
privacy, but what keeps them here, 
and has always attracted people here, 
is the natural coastal beauty. This Val- 
entine’s Day, why not sprinkle.some 
love not only on your sweetheart, but 
on the environment, too? 

The Cornell Cooperative Extension 
Marine Program is giving away its 
“SEAd Bomb Kits,” meant to help re- 
store wildflowers and coastal grasses 
that are important for maintaining 
marine habitats. As part of the Valen- 
tine’s Day promotion, the extension 
is giving away a kit every week until 
Monday, but they are also available for 
purchase anytime. 

“Habitat is so essential to all the spe- 
cies that both reside here, and stop off 
to visit us on their migratory paths,” 
says Kimberly Barbour, the outreach 
manager and senior resource educa- 
tor at the Cornell Cooperative Exten- 
sion Marine Program. “We at Cornell 
conduct very extensive coastal and 
marine habitat restoration projects to 


enhance our eelgrass meadows and 


marshes, but we can all play a part in 
this important work!” 

With the kits, Barbour’s team hoped 
to “create a fun, meaningful steward- 
ship project for people to take part 
in on their own time,” she explains. 
“Creating even a very small garden of 
coastal plants and wildflowers in your 
backyard using our SEAd Bomb Kits 
can make a difference.” 

The spring/summer kit has many 
native perennials, native little blue- 


stem grass and a variety of annual - 


seeds in the mix, including purple 
coneflower, New England aster, black- 
eyed Susan, common milkweed and 
poppies. The perennial native plants 
that will grow from the seed bombs 
attract pollinators as food and habitat 
sources, as well as help to prevent ero- 
sion. The annual plants provide nectar 
for successive monarch generations, 
for instance. The plants also provide 
seeds for birds to eat. The seeds have 
to be thrown between the beginning of 
May and the Fourth of July. 

The fall/winter seed bombs have to 


_be thrown or planted outside between 


December and the end of March. They

include common milkweed, butterfly . 


weed and little bluestem grass. The 


kits come with an educational book-- 


let, a marine habitat fact card and clay 
flour and compost. 

Barbour says the marine program 
first came up with the idea of a kit in 
2020 when there was a shift in educa- 
tion and outreach efforts, from in-per- 
son formats to a remote approach due to 
the COVID-19 pandemic. They wanted 
to come up with a way to reach people 
without them having to sit in front of 
thescreen. oo. 

“There was way too much of that 
going on between remote school and 
Zoom meetings, so we decided to adapt 
curriculum and stewardship projects to 
a “kit” format, enabling hands-on learn- 
ing experiences that were self-guided 
and able to be done in your backyard or 
at your favorite beach or park,” she says. 

The first kits were focused on provid- 
ing an alternative to the East End Ma- 
rine Camps that were canceled that first 
summer during the pandemic. From 
there, she says, “We grew the kit line 
to include several topics, all including 
science-based activities and art proj- 
ects centered around the species and 
habitats we work with at CCE Marine 
Program.” 

The SEAd Bomb Kits are newer ad- 
ditions to the program’s educational 
kit lineup, created less than a year ago. 
Already hundreds have been utilized

in extension’s school programs and 
sold on the Back to the Bays Market- 
place, she says. The kits are $25.

“This Valentine’s Day promo. has 
given sales a good boost, too — people 


are really getting behind the ‘Spread. 


Seeds of Love’ campaign!” she says. 
“We have had orders go out to people 
throughout the East End, primarily, 
but also filled orders going as far west 
as the city and will continue to offer 
programs centered on using the kits 
to libraries, schools and scout groups 
throughout the year.” 

For those inspired to further help 
the Cornell Cooperative Extension re- 
store habitat, the organization is plan- 
ning some community seeding and 
planting events at its Tiana Bayside 
Facility starting this spring.

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The Uncompassionate Side of Bail Reform

A: a young physician trying to pay back my medi- 

al school loans, I worked at Rikers Island, the 
Manhattan house of detention, and “the barge,” the 
floating prison that was parked in the East River dur- 
ing the peak of the crack epidemic and AIDS crisis. 
During my time there, I got an insider’s look at the 


prison population in New York City and became well, 


acquainted with its medical profile. 
Here is what I saw: A significant portion of crimes 


in the city are committed by substance abusers and’ 


people with mental illness. There’s no denying it. © 
The problem started decades ago, when Gov. Hugh 
Carey began closing the in-patient psychiatric and 
mental health hospitals. Back in 1955, way before 
Carey, the total adult in-patient census, excluding fo- 
rensic cases, numbered 93,314. Today, it’s just a little 
_ more than 2,200. This shift to an outpatient-oriented 


approach is often referred to as “deinstitutionaliza-’ 


tion.” In my opinion, it’s been a total failure. 

__ The governor’s intentions were good — at the in-pa- 
tient facilities, compassion was lacking and finances 
were a disaster. But no one seems to have ever 
thought logically and realistically about next 
steps — what to do with the thousands of 
patients who were suddenly out on the 

' street, on their own, with no support sys- 

tem or supervision. 

The hope was that patients would — 
regularly attend their outpatient visits 
and take their psychiatric medications. 
It turns out that hope was monumen- 
tally naive. These people 
need compassionate, supervised 
inpatient substance abuse detox and psychiatric. 
treatment. Outpatient treatment doesn’t work in this 
patient population. Period. : 

Which brings us, sadly, to New York’s newly enacted 
bail-reform law. Back when I worked in the city’s pris- 
_ onsystem, way before our bail reform fiasco, a person 
who was arrested was screened for a complete medi- 
cal history, which included a physical, bloodwork and 
cultures for sexually transmitted diseases. 

Countless cases of syphilis, gonorrhea, chlamydia, 
herpes, AIDS, cancer, tuberculosis, depression, 
schizophrenia, anxiety, high blood pressure and 
heart disease were discovered during these screen- 
ings. Arrestees received their antibiotics, antivirals, 
heart medications, antidepressants, anxiety medi- 
cine and whatever other basic medical needs that 
were warranted, 


This was compassionate care. It also protected 


public health and safety by reducing the spread of 
untreated sexual and other communicable diseases. 
And, frankly, it kept a lot of very potentially danger- 
ous people off the street — at least for a while. 

Under the current bail reform law however, people 
who are newly arrested — a significant percentage of 
them with the aforementioned mental health and sub- 
stance abuse issues — are quickly released back onto 
the street within hours, in revolving door fashion, 
without a medical screening, a follow-up appointment

for any services or even a shower. And the judges have 


zero discretion to hold them, even if they’re obviously 
dangerous to themselves and the public. 
Let’s be clear: Bail reform in its current in- 
carnation is not compassionate. Far from 
it. It’s misguided and ill-conceived. And it 
puts the public’s health and safety, as well 
_as the health and safety of the person who 
is arrested, at risk. And we wonder 
why they return to the street.to push 
- straphangers off subway platforms, 
stab people, rob people, urinate and 
defecate on the street, spreading 
disease. 
So what’s the solution? How can we provide com- 
passionate care while keeping the public safe from 
harm? They don’t have to be mutually exclusive.

Let’s start on Rikers Island. How about if we con- 


vert one of the buildings on the island into a mental 
health hospital and clinic to treat the various disor- 
ders that lead so many people to commit crimes. Be- 
fore being released from Rikers, they'd need to pass 
through the health center to be evaluated and get 
starter medicines, see a social worker and be given 
appointments to outpatient clinics. 

Perhaps it could be modeled after the Bellevue 
Hospital prison ward. The ward, a model medical fa- 
cility, provides outstanding care to inmates who re- 
quire in-patient hospitalizations. Its current medical 
chairperson is a national thought leader on prison 
medicine whose book chapter is often cited. 

At least it’s a start. 

A word about gun violence: In New York City, 95% 
of the guns used in crimes are illegal guns. Most 
come up from down South via the I-95 corridor, 
often called the “Iron Pipeline.” There’s no accurate 
count of illegal guns in the city, but estimates range 
from the tens of thousands to, well, lots more. 

Many well-meaning people are crying out for strict- 
er gun laws. But stricter laws won't solve the gun prob- 
lem in New York City. The city already has extraor- 
dinarily rigorous gun permitting requirements, and 
it’s had virtually zero effect on gun crime. The fact is, 
guns, knives or clubs are only tools. But in the hands 
of the wrong people, they. become deadly weapons. If 
we don’t address mental health and substance abuse, 
there will be no light at the end of the tunnel. In fact, it 
won't be a tunnel, just the barrel of a gun." 

Stop and frisk worked at reducing gun crime but 
was deemed too aggressive. I suggest using new hand- 
held scanning technology and institute stop and scan 
procedures to help take illegal guns off the street. 

There are probably many other commonsense 
solutions to reducing gun crime — solutions that 
would work effectively without infringing on citi- 
zens’ rights. But it'll take smarts and determination 
to come up with them. 

Let’s pray that our elected leaders have the courage 
to implement them.

While the 
clues are always there, these problems 
are often invisible to the untrained eye 
and ear, and are major obstacles to a 
successful relationship. 


4. Listening Carefully (Did 
You Hear What I Said?): Everyone 
talks about the importance of com- 
munication.

Kirsten Ann Solsvig Galef Has Died 


ke Ann Solsvig Galef, a lead- 
ing advocate for the Southamp- 
ton Fresh Air Home, passed away on 
January 30 at her home in Southamp- 
ton. She was 64. 

Born September 3, 1957, Galef was 
raised in Wauwatosa, WI, the sec- 
ond of two children to Beverly and 
Curtis Solsvig. She attended Fisher 
Elementary School across from the 
family home, where her mother, Bev- 
erly, taught first grade. The family 
regularly attended Sunday services at 
the local Methodist church, at which 
her father, Curtis, an insurance agent, 
was a trustee.

friends, and was a. beloved member 
of the Greenwich Garden Club, the 
LOSTS Investment Club in Green- 
wich, and the Putnam Hill Chapter of 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution. 

Galef's great passion was _ the 
Southampton Fresh Air Home, which 


provides year-round recreational 
and educational programs for chil- 
dren and young adults with physical 
disabilities. She joined the board in 
2001. She served as board president 
from 2016-2018 and later continued 
as a board co-chair. Galef was head of 
the development committee for more 
than a decade, and served on the fi- 
nance and audit committees.

R aymond A. Tierney is a seasoned 
and experienced prosecutor with 
a tough-on-crime mentality, and now 
he holds the title of Suffolk County 
District Attorney. 

An independent who was endorsed 
by both the Republican and Conser- 
vative parties, Tierney was elected in 
2021 amidst a groundswell of Republi- 
can and Conservative victories across 
the county, New York state and nation- 
wide. Tierney’s message throughout 
the campaign was straightforward: 
Hold criminals accountable for their 
actions, fight the state’s recent bail 
reform law and make the district at- 
torney’s office more accessible to the 
citizens of Suffolk. This message reso- 
nated with the voters, and on Election 
Day, he emerged victorious. © 

“Running against an incumbent and 
not having any institutional support, 
I made my case directly to the voters,” 


Tierney says. “Given the recent devel-, 


opments in the state and nation, my 
message resonated with them as the 
right direction for Suffolk County.” 
Prior to being elected, Tierney spent 
27 years as a prosecutor at both the 
state and federal levels. Beginning 
his career in law enforcement as an 
assistant district attorney in 1992 in 
Suffolk, Tierney returns to a familiar 
office, but this time, he’s at the helm. 
Tierney studied at the prestigious 
Brown University, where he played 
receiver on the varsity football team. 


After achieving his bachelor’s degree, 
he would move on to law school, when 
was admitted to St. John’s School 
of Law. While attending, he would 
serve as the articles editor of the St. 
John’s International Law Review, a 
respected academic legal periodical, 
and graduated with his juris doctorate 
in 1992, which was the beginning of a 
storied career as an attorney. 

“I went to law school with the specif- 
ic goal of being a prosecutor in mind,” 
Tierney says. “As a kid, I was always 
told that ‘you do well in school, you are 
a good writer, you should be a lawyer.’ 
So as a kid, my perception of what it 
meant to be a lawyer was going to court 
and prosecuting the bad guy. As I got 
older and understood all the different 
aspects and varied opportunities a law 
degree could give you, my desire to be 
a prosecutor never changed.” 

Throughout his career he has had 
myriad accomplishments in the court- 
room that were touted by his cam- 
paign, supporters, and ultimately, the 
voters alike. Notably, during Tierney’s 


‘second. stint with the Suffolk County 


District Attorney’s Office, he was re- 
sponsible for investigating and pros- 
ecuting felony cases, which included 
holding politicians responsible for 
breaking the law and abusing the pub- 


lic’s trust. He also prosecuted violent — 


offenders, ranging from organized 
crime to street gangs, homicides to do- 
mestic violence, to help keep Suffolk’s 
1.3 million residents safe. 

“My first big case was the Shane 


Daniels case, where a young Black 
man was beaten, while an off-duty po- 
lice officer held the crowd at bay with 
his service revolver,” he recalls. “In 
prosecuting the offender and the off- 
duty officer, this was very eye opening 
to me — especially, as the first case re- 
ally high profile case I was tasked with 
prosecuting.” 


In 2008, Tierney began a position. 


with the U.S. Attorney’s Office for the 
Eastern District of New York in the 
Long Island Criminal Division. Hold- 
ing the title of assistant U.S. attorney, 
he helped lead the early prosecutions 
of MS-13 and helped jump-start a na- 
tionwide effort to disrupt the danger- 
ous gang’s influence on Long Island 
and across the country. 

“It was pretty amazing because you 
see it from both perspectives,” Tierney 
says of prosecuting cases in his home- 


town. “As a kid growing up in Suffolk: 


County, I had a fanciful storybook per- 
ception of Long Island being this ideal 
place. As a prosecutor, you get to wit- 
ness firsthand the issues and problems 
plaguing Suffolk County, just like in 
any other community. Being able to re- 
turn back to Suffolk County and work 
to keep people safe — from things like 
gang violence with MS-13 — was very 
meaningful to me.” 

After more than a decade, he left 
to become part of the Kings County 
District Attorney’s Office, working be- 
neath District Attorney Eric Gonzalez, 
a Democrat. Tierney was in charge of 
the Violent Criminal Enterprises Bu- 


reau, Crime Strategies Unit and Body 
Worn Camera Unit. Overseeing all as- 
pects of the operation, he directed and 
supervised units that included teams 
of prosecutors; attorney investigators, 
NYPD investigators, analysts, parale- 
gals and clerical staff. 

Now though, as the Suffolk County 
district attorney, it is incumbent upon 
him to work alongside law enforce- 
ment agencies, prosecute those who 


. violate the law and help preserve the 


safety and security of Suffolk. 

“Tam grateful for my past experienc- 
es as a prosecutor,” he says. “I have had 
an unbelievable opportunity to work 
with some truly great prosecutors and 
investigators throughout the course 
of my career, learning from them and 
using those lessons to inform my pros- 
ecutions in Suffolk County. Some of 
these great people I have worked with 
in the past, I have been lucky enough 
to bring them on board with me. 

“If there is one thing that my career - 
and campaign-has taught me is that 
all citizens of Suffolk County want is 
safety for themselves and their family, 
to be treated fairly by law enforcement 
and to have a good quality of life,” he 
continues. “I will not forget these les- 
sons, and I will make sure myself and 
my office fight every day to make those 
hopes a reality for everyone in the 
county.”
